brother-in-law of Dr. Gordon E. 
Mordoff. elderly defendant in the 
notorious “Sonny Boy ” baby pa­ 
ternity case in 19 36. w as held by 
police today as the confessed slay ­ 
er of the prominent phy sician. 
W alter L. Storms, deputy chief 
of Chicago detectives, said the con­ 
fession was made by John Quinn. 
63, shortly after his arrest 
last 
night at his south side home. 
A 
pistol was found in the rear of 
tiie home. 
Police Chief Cloy d McGuire of 
suburban Wilmette, scene of the 
shooting 
y esterday , 
said 
Quinn i 
blamed the 52-y ear-old phy sician j 
for the death <»f Mrs. 
Mordoff 
three y ears ago. 
Chief McGuire 
quoted Quinn as follows: 
“ He killed my sister. She died 
from a broken heart caused by 
worry 
and 
disappointment. 
He j 
took her life 
so 
1 snuffed him 
out.” 
Detective Joseph McCabe said 
Quinn was a former convict who 
had served a six-y ear term for rob­ 
bery in the Illinois penitentiary at 
Joliet. 
Pursued by Sla y er 
The slay er fired two shots as he 
entered the phy sician’s office in 
the suburb. Dr. Mordoff fled down 
a corridor and stumbled into the 
reception room of Dr. Floy d L. Mc­ 
G rath's office, with the slay er in 
pursuit. 
From the entrance of the recep­ 
tion room the gunman fired a shot 
which shattered the glass in an in­ 
ner 
office 
door. 
Dr. 
Mordoff 
swung open the door 
and 
was 
standing in front of the startled 
Dr. M cGrath when the slay er fired 
a fourth shot. The bullet pierced 
Dr. M ordoff s chest and spent its 
force against Dr. M cGrath’s abdo- i 
men. causing a bruise. 
Dr. Mordofr died without nam ­ 
ing his assassin. The gunman de- i 
parted unhurriedly , 
passing

W alter Sehnur, a dentist, and the 
latter's secretary E sther Pinkow- 
ski. in the corridor.

HOPKINS SAYS 
HE FIRED WPA 
ELECTIONEERS 


Testifies Before Group 
On Fitness For The 
Cabinet Post

Harry Hopkins testified today he 
luid discharged “between 100 and 
200 peisons for political activity 
in connection with WPA " 
The lanky former head of the 
government relict 
administration 
made this statem ent to the sen 
ate commerce committee as he 
appeared for the third consecutive 
day to testify on bis fitness to 
become secretary of commerce. 
Senator Johnson, R-Callfl a s k ­ 
ed : 
“How many warnings to WPA 
employ es did y ou 
issue against 
political activity ?" 
“ About six or 
eight 
general 
warnings,” 
Hopkins 
answered 
quickly , and then added, “and a 
gi**at ma ny other specific one,* 
all over th** United States.” 
Questio ned By Jo hnso n. 
Senator Johnson asked Hopkins 
how many persons had been dis­ 
charged for political activity . 
“I can't give y ou 
the 
exact 
number but it was between 100 
and 200 persons,” Hopkins said. 
Senator Guffey 
(D-Pa) enter­ 
ed the committee room after the 
hearings had started and Jo h n­ 
son chose that moment to ask if 
Hopkins "was familiar with the 
situation in Pennsy lvania 
Hopkins nodded affirmatively ; 
Guffey gave alert attention. 
“When did y ou become familiar 
with it? ” Johnson asked. 
“ I can’t say exactly ,” Hopkins 
replied 
“Lu August or Septem ­ 
ber of last y ear. 
We discharged 
six o r eight persons.” 
Johnson asketl 
Hopkins if he 
agreed with a report in which the 
.senate 
campaign 
funds com m it­ 
tee report criticized WPA activ­ 
ity in Pennsy lvania’s elections. 
“ We \\ er** El*» l» ttrrst*M*<l.” 
“We were em barrassed 
there 
by local politicians try ing to get 
people to contribute,” was th** re­ 
ply. 
“Most 
o f them were politi­ 
cal people not working for the 
WPA at all.” 
Hopkins said WPA “knew noth­ 
ing about ’ some <>f the Pennsy l­ 
vania charges and the evident*** hi 
support *>f them until aftei 
the 
report of th** campaign commit- 
' tee, headed by Senator Sheppard 
*D-T« *x>, was published 
The re- 
I port came out a fte r Hopkins had 
i left WPA 
“ I learned this morning," Hop­ 
kins 
told 
th<* 
committee, 
“that, 
in every ease in which WPA got 
information for th<* first time an 
immediate investigation has been 
o r de r e d 
apropos of the Sheppard 
report.”

CAUGHT SMUGGLING 
Involvement of Mrs. Elma N. Lauer, wife of a New \ ork 
Supreme Court justice, Albert M. Chaperau, commercial 
attache of the Nicaraguan government, and Jack Benny 
and George Burns, radio and motion picture entertainers, 
in charges of smuggling jewelry into the 1 nited States has 
aroused a controversy as to whether imposts ought to be 
levied against baubles brought in non-commercially. 
Some of those who once railed against prohibition on 
the ground that it was creating a nation of hypocrites are 
now questioning the practice of levying duties against goods 
personally imported, on the theory that it is making us a 
nation of smugglers. 
Logic ought to convince critics of our customs laws, 
however, that as long as there is an impost on goods per­ 
sonally imported, it ought to be observed. 
Tin* fact that 
such a law makes a smuggler a lawr-breaker is beside the 
point. 
The smuggling of costly jewelry for personal use proves 
no temptation to the poor, because they do little traveling 
abroad, and are lucky to come back solvent when they do 
make a trip. 
The temptation to smuggle jewelry and rich 
clothing assails the rich and those in high places. Because 
of their position in public life such persons should set an 
ex ample for the public. 
Ordinarily, one w'ould suppose that any one prosperous 
enough to have any business with ex pensive jewels ought to 
be able to pay the duty. 
Returning to the proposal that the customs laws should 
be modified for the benefit of those most able to stand 
the financial strain, we submit that there are few law’s out­ 
side the Ten Commandments which one is not tempted to 
ignore now and then, and even the law’s regulating morals 
sometimes come in for severe tests. 
If we are to start repealing laws just because people 
are tempted to break them, then 
wt might as well dismiss 
the legislatures, fire the police, abolish the courts, and all 
go up the chimney together. 


ELECTRICITY ON THE FARM 
Reports that electric power lines have carried service 
to 168,000 new' customers on farms alone during 1938 prove 
gratifying. 
We are not interested primarily in how the lines 
came to be ex tended, but in the fact that ex tension opened 
new- markets for pow'er and all the accessories needed to 
utilize it to the utmost. 
As an ex ample, the electric food grinder and mix er 
has no appeal to the farm w’ife to whom electricity is not 
available. 
The instant her house is wired, however, she be­ 
comes a potential purchaser of an alternating current radio, 
electric clock, washing machine, mangle, food mix er, re­ 
frigerator, electric iron, hair curler, hair dryer, phonograph 
attachment for the radio, vacuum cleaner, sewing machine, 
violet ray lamp, reflecting heater, electric fans, heating pads, 
bread toaster, waffle iron, coffee percolator and perhaps 
even an electric range all depending entirely upon the size of 
the purse. The farmer himself becomes an immediate candi­ 
date for an electric shaver, a specially-lighted shaving mir­ 
ror. a device to keep his stock tanks from freezing, a set 
of electrically-operated tools for his workshop, electric milk­ 
ing machine and many other appliances. 
Both man and wife on the farm will begin estimating 
the cost of running water and installation of modern bath­ 
rooms. 
The point is that during the last year, due to ex ­ 
tension of power lines, there are 168,000 farmesr alone 
w’ho became a market for all these items, and have bought 
at least some of them. 
The total number oF new' customers for power during 
the last year is 600,000. 
Flow' many hours of drudgery have 
been soved? 
During the last year the electrical industry sold li t 
billion kilow'at hours of power: it increased its generating 
capacity 1 million kilowatts and spent 500 million dollars for 
construction. 
And during the last few years the industry 
hsa been the target of unparalleled abuse by the government.
